§1 

Subject Matter of the Contract 

Subject matter of this contract is the sale and transfer of ownership of any and all 
shares in the patent no. DE 102 19724.5 and priority of May 4, 2002, hereinafter 
called "patent". The seller has free and unencumbered ownership of all shares. Any 
agreements or contracts affecting the ownership structure are nonexistent as are any 
subparticipations or participations of third parties in this patent. 

In addition to the shares mentioned in paragraph 1, all ancillary rights thereof form 
also part of the subject matter of the contract. 



No further permissions are required for the transfer of ownership of the shares 
mentioned in paragraph 1 . The exclusive right of use of the patents shall start on 
June 15, 2004 [permissions*]. 



§2 



Purchase Price 

The purchase price is CHF 6,000,000.00 (in words six million Swiss francs). This 
is subject to the content of the claims being fundamentally approved. In the event of 
major limitations or the nullity of the patent which would result in a limitation of the 
licensing, the parties shall negotiate again on a reduction in the purchase price or on 
terms for the return of the subject matter of this contract. 

Upon signing of the contract, an initial payment in the amount of CHF 1 ,000,000.00 is 
agreed upon; payable in two instalments - CHF 200,000.00 upon signing of the 
contract and CHF 800,000.00 by January 31, 2005 at the latest. 

The further payments of the purchase price shall be made by means of 30% of the 
liquid net profit from each sold "Impact" facility, whereas the liquid net profit per 
facility shall be a minimum of CHF 600,000.00. The buyer may offset the first 
payments made on the basis of this provision against the initial payment. 

This regulation shall end with the last instalment made in settlement of the total 
purchase price. 

In order to secure the purchase price, the seller shall be assigned shares amounting 
to 10% of Silver Cay Worldwide Corp.. 

These shares are subject to a conversion right (option) until the purchase price is 
paid in full. That means that the seller shall inform Silver Cay Worldwide Corp, with 
each billing of the net profit of each "Impact" facility sold whether he wishes to be 
paid out the 30% payment of the liquid net profit in the form of a cash payment, or 
whether he wishes to have the option shares converted into fixed shares of Silver 
Cay Worldwide Corp. by a percentage equal to the percentage of the cash payment 
made in repayment of the total purchase price. In the event of cash payment, the 
percentage in the assigned shares of Silver Cay Worldwide Corp, would decrease 
and be re-assigned to SCW. 



§3 

Assignment of Shares 

The unlimited rights of ownership, profits and liabilities in the subject matter of the 

contract shall be transferred to the buyer upon signing of the contract; this, however, 
with the suspensive effect that the single payment (= initial payment) in the amount of 
CHF 1 ,000,000.00 (one million Swiss francs) be made by January 31 , 2005 (see § 2). 

The assignment of the patents at the Patent Offices is subject to the payment of the 
initial payment of CHF 1,000,000.00 by January 31, 2005 at the latest, as stipulated 
in § 2 of this contract. 



In the event that this payment is not made by this date, the ownership and benefit of 

the subject matter of the contract shall revert to the seller, after settlement of all 
payments made hitherto by the buyer for this filed patent (including 12% interest per 
annum). 

Final ownership of all shares will pass -with further suspensive effect - to the buyer 
at the time when the residue of the purchase price is settled in full (see 
corresponding terms in § 2). 

§4 

Seller's Obligations to Co-operate 

The seller shall assist and support the buyer to the best of his ability with regard to 
the maintenance and transfer of the patent rights and rights of use. Thus, he shall in 
particular be at the buyer's disposal for any talks and discussions or other forms of 
contact for a period of three years after signing the contract. This assistance shall be 
deemed remunerated by the salary as long as the employment with Silver Cay Swiss 
AG continues to exist. 

In the event that this employment is terminated or the corresponding employment 
contract cancelled, the parties agree remuneration on the basis of a consultancy 
contract. 

Upon request of the buyer, the seller shall contribute - without remuneration and to 
the extent required - in litigation, examinations or other such procedures. 



§5 



Warranty 

The seller herewith confirms that he has unrestricted right of disposal and alienation 
for the patents and the know-how involved. 

No third parties have any rights whatsoever - directly or indirectly - in the patents 
and the rights resulting thereof. 

The seller warranties that all information contained in this contract or in its 
attachments concerning the subject matter of the contract is objectively true and 
correct and complete. 

This contract is based on the following further documents, promises and warranties: 

5.1. Certified assignment (or reassignment respectively) of all rights in this patent 
and applications of this patent by Mr. Tan Kee.Loo to the seller. 

See enclosure for proof thereof. 

5.2. Completely filed and registered patent application. 

5.3. All and any documentation concerning the filing of the patent and the 
correspondence resulting thereof up to now. 

5.4. List of all countries in which the patent is duly filed and registered and where it 
is protected, protection effective pursuant to European law or the law 
governing the individual countries in which the patent is filed or registered. 

5.5. The patents and the know-how involved are unencumbered. 

5.6. Confirmation that all payments required for the application, the maintenance 
and continued existence of the patent and the know-how involved have been 
made by Silver Cay Worldwide Corp. up to the present. 

5.7. The patents and the know-how involved are not attacked by any parties. 
Collisions with other patents are not known except for the citations from the 
search report of the Patent Office. 

5.8. Any particular circumstances which might prove an obstacle to the exploitation 
of the existing patents and the know-how involved are nonexistent nor have 
such particular circumstances become evident up to the present. 

5.9. There are no pending legal proceedings, arbitration proceedings, 

administrative proceedings which may jeopardize the continued existence or 
the assignment of the patents and the know-how involved. 



5.10. Any obligations of the seller which may conflict with the conclusion of this 
contract and its fulfilment are not known. There are no agreements/contracts 
affecting ownership of the patents and the know-how involved and which, 
accordingly, may be cancelled due to the change in ownership following this 
contract, or which would have to be newly negotiated. 

5.11. The seller warranties that the seller's patent rights contained in the patent 
application and the documentation thereof continue to exist and shall not be 
cancelled. 



§6 

Legal Consequences in the Event of Breach of Warranties 

In the event that any promises, warranties and information of the seller prove to be 
untrue, incorrect or incomplete or are not kept or adhered to, the buyer shall give the 
seller the opportunity to restore the condition as stipulated in this contract; in 
particular to indemnify the buyer from claims of third parties and to compensate him 
for disadvantages which may result from the fact that the condition as stipulated in 
the contract is - in whole or in part - restored belatedly. 

The request for restoration of the condition as stipulated in the contract must be 
made in writing. The buyer shall address this request to the seller. In the event that 
the seller fails to comply with the corresponding written request within a reasonable 
period set according to the individual case and taking into account the buyer's 
interest in immediate restoration of the condition as stipulated in the contract, the 
seller shall, at buyer's option, either indemnify the latter or put him - by means of 
damages in such a position as he would find himself in if the warranty would apply 
and/or have been kept, inclusive of the compensation of disadvantages. 

Any claims of the buyer on the grounds of breach of warranties shall expire by 
December 31, 2006 unless any tort is involved therein. 



§7 

Non-Competition Clause 

The seller undertakes to refrain for a period of 5 years from signing this contract from 
all worldwide competition within the field of business activity limited by the purpose of 
the patent. Any direct or indirect participation in a rival business that is engaged in 
the same or similar business segments which are covered by the patent acquired and 
the know-how involved therein shall also be deemed competition. 



This non-competition clause shall only rennain in force if the terms stipulated in § 2 
are fulfilled. In the event of non-fulfilment, the non-competition clause shall 
immediately become ineffective. 

In addition, the seller shall maintain silence on the secrets of the patent or their 
application after the signing of the contract as well. All those conditions covered by 
patent law and the law governing know-how and application which are not already 
generally known shall be deemed secrets. 

The seller undertakes to pay a contract penalty in the amount of EUR 100,000.00 for 
each individual case of breach of the above-mentioned non-competition clause and 
breach of non-disclosure regarding patent secrets, know-how secrets and application 
secrets which are not connected with the co-operation clause as stipulated in § 4. 
Claims for compensation for any further damage shall remain unaffected. 



§8 

Cancellation Clause 

The buyer shall be entitled to rescind this contract or to put the shares at the seller's 
disposal in the event that the seller violates the warranties and promises as stipulated 
in § 5 and is not able or willing to restore the warranted condition despite the setting 
of a grace period, or in the event that the seller does not pay reasonable damages 
and the buyer suffers major disadvantages due to the fact that the warranted 
condition is not given. 



The exercise of these rights shall be subject to a written declaration towards the 
seller. 

The following shall apply with regard to the unwinding of the mutual performances: 

a) The buyer is obligated to reassign the patents to the seller at the Patent 
Offices, free from any sales/alienation restrictions and any third-party rights if 
those did not already exist at the time when the assignment became effective, 
or if they are not due to a breach of a warranty by the seller. 

b) Upon presentation of the Patent Offices' assignment deeds, the seller must 
refund the purchase price already paid (or any parts of the purchase price 
received) to the buyer plus 10% interest per annum for the period between 
payment and repayment. 



c) The performances to be mutually rendered are all to be furnished stage by 
stage against the corresponding counter-performance. Any additional mutual 
claims on the afore-mentioned grounds as well as the assertion of claims due 
to damage caused by delay are not excluded. A party to the contract defaults if 
that party does not immediately comply with the request of the other party to 
furnish performance stage by stage against counter-performance. 

d) The written declaration that the buyer withdraws from the contract must be 
handed over to the seller - against written receipt ~ on December 31, 2006 at 
the latest, or it must have been sent on this very day with documentary 
evidence of the delivery. The receipt stamp according to the certificate of 
posting shall be decisive for proof of punctuality of the dispatch. 

e) The seller shall be entitled to withdraw from the contract if the terms stipulated 
in § 2 are not fulfilled, 

§9 

Taxes and other Costs 

Income tax and other personal taxes in connection with this contract are to be borne 
by the respective taxpayer. All other taxes in connection with the carrying out of this 
contract are to be borne by the seller. 

Any other costs arising from the conclusion and carrying out of the contract are to be 
borne by the buyer. 

§10 

Applicable Law and Place of Jurisdiction 

This contract is subject to Swiss law. 

The local courts of the Canton Basle-Land shall have exclusive jurisdiction for any 
litigation arising in connection with this agreement. 

§11 

Ancillary Agreements and Severability Clause 

Modifications and amendments to this contract require written form unless the law 
prescribes a stricter form. This provision, i.e. that written form is required, may only 
be revoked by a written agreement between the parties. 



In the event that individual provisions of this contract should be ineffective or invalid 
or that there are any gaps in this contract, this shall not affect the effectiveness of any 
other provision. In lieu of an ineffective provision, that effective provision shall 
deemed agreed which corresponds to the econonnic aim and purpose of the 
ineffective provision. In the event of any gaps, that provision shall be deemed agreed 
which corresponds to that which would have been agreed in accordance with the aim 
and purpose of this contract if the matter had been considered from the outset.
